The Invazion of the Papal Territory
Continuned, and the Situantion Serlous
~=The Town of Orte Captured by the

An Iron-Clad Squadron for the Roman
Porte.

Frorexcr, Oct. 18—Night—The latest des-
patdles recelved In this cily from boe Homun
territory describe the sitoatlon as more serious,
Garlbaldian velantleor invaders ure dally oross-
ing the frontler line aud moarching to polnts of
insurgent rendezvons, and & grent many of the
inbabltants, subjects of the Pope, and others
temporarily resident In the States of the Chureh,
Bre Jolnlog the revolullonary ranks,

The losurgent troops have also had suceesses
in the fleld. They have captured the town of
Orte, slluated fiteen miles east of Viterbo, on
theright bank of the Tiber, and hold posses-
sion of It. Alvhough Orte 18 merely a decayed
townsblp of the Papal States, having less than
three thousand inhabitants, 1t occupation by
the Geribaldians just now (% & matter of muon
conmequence, a8 It glves them possession of the
rallrond at that flnee. and enables them to
sever the communication botween Rome and
Florence, which they have done,

The reporits from the city of Rome, from
Papal sources, glve aceounts of defeats of the
Insurgents by the Pope's trrops In the fleld,

The Itallan press und people elamor, with
almost one yolee, for the occupation of Home
by the Government, The Itallan Cabinet ls
thus placed in a critieal dilomma between the
necesslly of obaar\'mr the SBaptember Conven-
tlon and al the same tlme puying respect Lo the
popular will,

The King's officers continue to arrest Garl-
baldians and Garlbalalan subjects as they
altempt Lo cross the frontier towards Rome,

Admiral Roboltl, of the Iialian navy, has
mustered a royal squadron consisting of eight
iron-olad war vessels, which he will take to the
Roman waters by order of the King.

by Samuel Watson, at the Howard Shipyard,
deflersonville, Her ocolors are blue, She ls
commanded by Captain W. D, 8heraton, The
welght of ber crew was 1057 Eounds—muklng "
tolal welght of 1857 pounds. Bhe belongs to the
Louisville Barge Club, No. L

The Undine foated red and white colors. Her
welght Is two hundred and eighty pounds, two
hundred and twenty less than the Busie. Her
crew 18 excecded by that of the Susle three hun-
dred and filty-geven pounds, These differences,
it 1s clatmed, fully made uf for Lhe extra foroe
at the onrs of the Busle, ko that the boats wore
regarded ns protty equally matched, The Un-
dine won the inslde track,

The pull was a llvely and stubborn one on
both sides for a half mile, when the crew of Lthe
Husle plied thelir oars well togetner, aod left Lhe
Undine In her wake, In rounding the stalke-
boat the Busle held the lead by several lengths,
On the hbomeward siretch the gap wasgradnally
widened until the Undine was left more than a
bhundred yarcs in the rear, The Susle crossed
thestartipg line in twelve minutes and ity
four seconds, the fastest time ever made, win-
niog the race, which entitled ber to the prize

Firat Senteuce Unlt’ll-r the Civil Rights

About fifteen months ago, John Hhodes, John
Bloart, and Thomus Vickers, allas *“Texas,”
were arrested in Nelson counly, ls'.unl.uckr. nwnd
brought to thiselly, churiad with burglarionsly
and felonfously entering the dwelling-houses of
Naaocy Tolbotl, David Beeler, and Thomas Spott
(people of color), robbinf them of thelr goods
and chattels, and assanl ln, them in the most
brutal manner, They were found gulliy before
the Uplted Siales Olreunlt Court, in tne Uctober
term, 1566. Their counsel, General W. T. Ward,
thercupon moved the Court W arrest the
Judgmeént in the case. They were remandsd
to prison, where they were conflned, awalting
the decinion of Assoclate Justloe Bwayne, which
wias delivered before the United States Qlr-
oult Court on Thursday murninlz. aund in which
he sustained the constitutionalily of the Qlvil
Rights bill, and overraled the motion above re-
ferred tolnarrestof judgment. Yesterday Judge
Bland Ballard pussed seéntenceon tho prisoners
above named, and upon asking them If they
had anyihing w say why senteucve should not
buamnnud opon them, they réplled, “*No.” The
Judge made afew remarks, in which he sald
he wounld see that justice was meted out o the
“'poor oppressed,” agalnst the depredations of
burglars, ete., so long a8 he sal upon the bench
and be could find juries iu the connty; who
would find sll sueh men gullty of such’ bold
acts of lnhumanity, ete.
